SHIPPING BOARD HAS CASE 


One of Many Before It Which 
Are Regarded as Invasions 
of U. S. Rights.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The 
treme shortage of ships to handle the 
business of the British Admiralty is il-

The board has ad- 
vised the owner of the Mattie Newman, 
a wealthy Boston man, to hold on to 
his ship as a matter of patriotism, de- 
spite the fact that he is losing money 
on it every day, and he is confronted 
with further heavy loss through depre- 
ciation. 

Ultimate Sate Possible. 

The shipping board ultimately may 
consent to the sale of the Mattie New- 
man and its transfer to British regis- 
try, although its members would. give 
their consent with great reluctance. 

Officers of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States and members of 
the shipping beard consider thé Mat- 
tle Newman case an invasion of Amer- 
ican rights. They hold that the Amer- 
ican owner 
Great Britain to make whatever re- 
pairs may be necessary in order ‘to 
bring his vessel safely to its home port. 
This notwithstanding that Britain is 
hard pressed for ocean bottoms, tha:

Abraham Gallant, Dealer 
Secondhand Bags, Had 
Been Robbed. 


Abraham Gallant, © years old, of 2 
Castleman avenue, dealer in secondhand 
bags at 2602 Wash street, was found un- 
conscious in his store at about 8 o'clock 
this morning, with his head crushed. He 
died at 9:20 o'clock at the city hospital. 
He had been robbed of about $60.

Gallant, who lived with his son-in- 
law, Dr. G. E. Jacobs, at the Castleman 
avenue address, left there at 6 o'clock 
to go to his place of business. Townley 
arrived at the store, according to his 
statement to the police, at 7 o'clock. 
Gallant let him out through the back 
door to the stable and locked the door 
after him. Townley fed and hitched 
a horse to a wagon and drove to Jeffer- 
son avenue and Wash street to wait for 
Gallant to join him there, as was his 
custom. 

Unconscious on Floor. 

He says he was there when the police 
squad passed at 7:20 and that he waited 
there until 8:15. Then he went to the 
store and found Gallant lying uncon- 
scious, with his head crushed, on the 
floor, about 16 feet from the front door. 
He says he ran to the Franklin Drug 
Store, 1401 Franklin avenue, owned by 
Gallant's daughter, the wife of Dr.

Perfectly Proper Because We 
Are Past Age to Need 
Chaperon, She Testifies. 


According to Mrs. Jessie R. Bacon's 
recital of her love affair with Michael 
J. Hurley yesterday, their betrothal took 
place in Mrs. Bacon’s room in the Con- 
tinental Hotel in Paris, shortly after 
Hurley had introduced himself to the 
Nebraska widow, formerly the wife of 
Francis Bacon of Lincoln, who was once 
mentioned as a possible candidate for 
Governor of Nebraska. 

Mrs. Bacon was being questioned by 
Attorney Hiram N. Moore, counsel for 
Hurley. The latter and Probate Judge 
Samuel D. Hodgdon of Clayton are be- 
ing sued by Mrs. Bacon as members of 
the South Webster Park Realty Co. on 
charges of having unfairly sold $70,000 
worth of collateral which Mrs. Bacon 
placed with the company as security for 
the payment of a 90-day loan of $8600. 
Other defendants mentioned in the suit 
are: Ellen C. (alias Helen) Hurley, 
niece of Hurley, said to be the chief 
stockholder in the South Webster com- 
pany; Miss H. M. Moorehouse, Hurley’s 
stenographer, and Edward W. Mills, at- 
torney for the realty company. 

Mrs. Bacon's petition alleges Hurley, 
whom she still declares to be her fiance, 
and whose engagement ring she wears, 
induced her to borrow the money by 
assuring her that he could always ar- 
range an extension of time if she were 
unable to meet the note when it fell 
due on Feb. 6. 


Produces Many Letters. 
Attorney Moore produced many letters 


written by Mrs. Bacon, which tended to 
show that she had solicited Hurley’s 
aid in transfering a loan she had on 
Nebraska lands from Gothenburg, Neb., 
to the St. Louis County company. He 
asked her: When you engaged your- 
self to Hurley on the tomb of the great 
Napoleon, did you do so for love of 
Hurley, or was it because you thought 
in doing so you were gaining a mate- 
rial advantage for yourself?’ 

“I did not become engaged to Mr. 
Hurley at the tomb-of Napoleon, Judge,“ 
she replied. 

She said that Hurley proposed to her 
in her room at the Continental Hotel in 
Paris. She said she and Hurley had 
been to Fontainbleu, and that they had 
an engagement to again go out to- 
gether that evening. Mrs. Bacon said 
she felt indisposed and decided not to 
keep the engagement, but wrote a note 
or telephoned to Hurley inviting him 
to dine with her in her room.

Others Denounce New York 
Measure as Disgraceful and 
Disgusting Proposals.“ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALBANY, N. Y., March 7.—Character- 


ized as the most disgraceful and dis- 
gusting proposal ever submitted to the 
Legislature,“ the bill o legalize birth 
control was denbunced by doctors and 


educators and defended by several so- 
ciety women at a hearing yesterday. 
Some legislators said they were out- 
raged by the plain-spoken arguments 
of some of the women, who faced the 
largest and most curious audience ever 
jammed into the codes committee room. 
One of those who defended birth con- 
trol as 'the one thing to bring about a 
virile, stalwart race,“ was Mrs. Rose 
Pastor Stokes, who requested the news- 
paper men present not to report her 
argument. 

“This proposal is an insult to the 
morality of the community,” asserted 
Charles R. Skinner, former State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. ‘‘There 
shouldn't even be a hearing on it. 
Those who bring this measure here 
ought to be sent to jail with the per- 
sons who ne the vicious litera- 
ture.“ 

Mrs. George A. Wheelock of New York 
remarked that most women think God 
put them here to sit in a rocking chair 
and avoid their sacred obligations.” She 
added: 

“I notice the pamphlets say that seek- 
ers for suffrage ought to favor this bill 
and that sexual freedom ought to win 
women suffrage hands down. This bill 
ought to be buried without flowers, 
song or ceremony.“ 

Do you mean to intimate,“ interrupt - 
ed Mrs. M. B. Morgan, that suffrage is 
mixed with this?!“ 

“T intimate nothing,“ replied Mrs. 
Wheelock, “except that this birth con- 
trol book says that seekers for suffrage 
want sexual control also.“ 

“War is emptying the homes,“ pro- 
tested Canon William Sheafe Chase of 
Brooklyn. Birth control would empty 
the cradles. This is a product of ma- 
terialistic philosophy and ignores God.“ 

Charles Tobin, who said he spoke for 
the Catholics of the State, referred to 
birth control as “‘un-American and so- 
cially and medically wrong.” 

“This bill,”” said Dr. James F. Rooney, 
who represented the State Medical So- 
ciety, “is a crime against the Common- 
wealth. The propaganda for birth con- 
trol is exclusively financial. Certain 
people have been making money from 
the poor and want to continue it.“ 

Dr. William J. Robinson of the Bronx 
insisted that birth control had developed! 
“splendid races of men“ in Holland and 
Australia and that physicians are op- 
posed to it because it will reduce their 
income.”’ 

Mrs. Owen Kildare of New York re- 
ferred to the birth control propaganda 
as the big-sister movement” and the 
instruction of those who don’t know by 
those who do.“ 


Mrs. Sanger Says She Had Birth Con- 
trol Clinic in Prison, 

NEW YORK, March 7.— A woman 
doesn't know anything till she has been 
to jall, said Mrs. Margaret Sanger yes- 
terday, as she finished serving 30 days 
for her birth control propaganda. 

Contending that she was not a crim- 
inal but a political prisoner, she refused 
to let her finger prints be taken, though 
the authorities warned her that force 
would be used. She won. Many of her 
friends awaited her release and one 
woman sang a hymn of liberty outside 
the Queens County Jail. 

The prison is clean and Warden Mo- 
Cann treated me with every considera- 
tion,“ Mrs. Sanger said. “The statement 
that I stopped my propaganda is bosh. 
The women prisoners had been waitinz 
for me to come, and we had clinics every 
day.“

For the information and guidance of 
voters the Post-Dispatch today presents 
the records of the Democratic candi- 
dates for Mayor and Comptroller. For 
Mayor: 

WILLIAM CARROLL CONNETT: 
Served two years as private secretary 
to Mayor Rolla Wells, in which capacity 
he became familiar with all depart- 
ments of municipal governmeht. Never 
held any other office. 

Connett has practiced law in St. Louis 
16 years. He was graduated from the 
law department of Washington Univer- 
sity and took a post-graduate course in 
the University of Virginia. 

The new clubhouse of the M ri 
Athletic Association, Fourth street 
Washington avenue, was built princi- 
pally because of his efforts. Oonnett 
was a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Missouri Athletic Club 
when the clubhouse was destroyed by 
fire in 1913. Through his efforts a new 
organization was formed to rebuild the 
clubhouse. He worked out the financial 
plan and sold the bonds to provide 
money for the new building. As chair- 
man of the Building Committee of the 
association he had direct. supervision 
over the construction of the building. 
which, with its furnishings, cost %. 
000. The association was so well pleased 
with his work that it voted him an 
honorarium of $5000 and paid him $100) 
for winding up the affairs of the old 
organization. 

Connett is 38 years old, married and 
has four children. He resides at 435 
Forest Park boulevard. He has been 
active in athletics for many years. He 
and Byron Anderson won the tennis 
championship of Missouri in 1906, 1907 
and 1908, and he was for several years 
a star semi-professional baseball pitcher. 
He has refereed many big football 
games in St. Louis and throughout the 
Mississippi Valley during the past 10 
years. | 

Connett is supported in the primary 
campaign by business and professional 
men who believe that if he should be 
nominated and elected he will administer 
the office of Mayor in an efficfent, hon- 
est and capable manner. He is also 
supported by the element of the party 
organization which believes that he 
is the only candidate who could win in 
the April election. Among his suporters 
is former Mayor Wells. 

JOHN H. SIMON. Physiciah, regid- 
dence 1201 McCausland avenue. Has been 
a candidate for Mayor at almost every 
election for many years. Was nominated 
for Mayor four years ago, defeating 
Saunders Norvell, but was defeated aj 
the April election by Mayor Kiel by 
2285 votes, although nearly all the other 
Democratic candidates were elected by 
majorities ranging from 387 to 7660. 

Dr. Simon has practiced his profession 
in St. Louis more than 2 years. Ho 
has been a member of the staff of dif- 
ferent hospitals, and holds membershi» 
in the State and National medical as- 
eociations. He has been active politi- 
cally for many years. 

He was appointed Health Cormmis- 
sioner by Mayor Wells in 1902, but was 
removed in 1906, on charges preferre 
by James G. McConkey, then private 
secretary to the Mayor. 

The charges alleged gross and willfu' 
negiect of official duty. Specifically 
they were: 

1. That Dr. Simon failed and neglect- 
ed to familiarize himself with the effi- 
cient working and proper management 
of the city hospital, ingane asylum, 
emergency hospital, female hospital and 
poorhouse, which were under his super- 
vision, to the detriment of the usefulness 
of the institutions, and that he willfully 
failed and refused to see, confer with, 
advise or in any Way co-operate with 
the superintendents of the institutions, 
hampering them in the discharge of 
their duties. 

2. That he disregarded the ordinance 
requiring the Health Commissioner to 
visit the workhouse every two weeks to 
inspect the diet and health of prisoners. 

3% That he willfully failed to attend 
at least one-third of the meetings of 
the Board of Health, of which he was 
an ex-officio member, to the detriment 
of the board and the entire Health De- 
partment. 

That he violated the city ordinance 
by employing persons authorized by or- 
dinance, but required them to do work 
not authorised by ordinance. Four such 
cases were cited, two employes being 
carried as sanitary officers, one as sani - 


tary inspector and one as assistant store- 


keeper at the poorhouse. 

That he caused to be placed on the 
city payroll alleged employes of the 
city, certified by him to have been ap-

also contributed much time to promot- 


tions. In some instances it was alleged 
that in order to keep these persons on 
the payroll they had been transferred 
to three or four different institutions. 


4. That Dr. Simon as Health Commis 
sioner willfully and without warrant ha- 
rassed and annoyed superintendents of 
institutions, hampering them in the dis- 
charge of their duties and unlawfully 
usurped authority by interfering in ths 
work of the institutions. 

There was a full hearing upon the 
charges, Dr. Simon being represented by 
counsel. Mayor Wells adjudged Dr. Si- 
mon guilty upon all charges except that 
of paying out money to persons not on 
the city payroll. Mayor Wells dis- 
missed Dr. Simon from office. 

The testimony in the case showed 

that Dr. Simon yielded to the demands 
of politicians in providing jobs for their 
workers. 
Dr. Simon was principally responsible 
for the enactment of the present city 
primary election law. He is of Ger- 
man parentage, and was graduated from 
St. Louis University. Dr. Simon has 
a large practice in the southwestern 
part of the city. He is 48 years old, 
married and has five children. 

FRANK K. GERHART. Real es- 

tate agent, residing at 4900 Lindell boule- 
vard. Ran for Mayor on the Progressive 
party ticket in 1913, and received about 
4000 votes. 
He was brought into the contest for 
the Democratic nomination for Mayor 
by Thomas J. Leonard, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee. Gerhart as- 
serts that he has always been a Demo- 
crat, despite the fact that ne ran for 
Mayor as the candidate of the Progress- 
ive party four years ago. 

For many years he was active in the 
fight against the bridge arbitrary, and 


ting the free bridge. Later, when he 
found he could not have his way in the 
matter of locating the East Side ap- 
proach, he ‘declared that the bridge 
should never be finished until his ap- 
proach was adopted.

“The essence of today’s leading ar- 
ticles is that as long as there are men 
in the American Congress who “boldly 
refuse to have their country involved in 
the European slaughter merely for the 
sake of gratifying Wilson’s vainglorious 
ambition, there is hope that the com- 
mon sense of the American people will 
assert itself and that they will not per- 
mit the appalling insanity to spread to 
the New Yorld that holds the Old World 
in a merciless grip.’ 

“The Frankfurter Zeitung compares 
the recent proceedings in Congress with 
those of the Parliaments of Rumania 
and Italy shortly before these two na- 
tions entered the war, and arrives at 
the conclusion that, although America 
has in President Wilson an improvement 
on Salandra and Bratiano, hard-headed 
men like Senators Stone and La Follette 
prevented him from sweeping the legis- 
lators off their feet and practically 
frustfated the President's plan to wrest 
from Congress privileges vested in it by 
the Constitution.

He has already paid four fines, aggre- 
gating $2200, along with costs, amounting 
in all to about $3000. 

Creekmore announces that he is for- 
ever done with the business of trying 
to beat the antiliquor laws of this or 
any other State. He also stated that ‘I 
am broke,” but the latter declaration is 
widely out of joint with the genera! im- 
pression that he is easily a millionaire 
and that this money is safely invested. 
He does not deny having made a pile of 
money from his operations in the illicit 
liquor traffic, and; further, he admitted, 
that “I didn’t drink mine’ up. I took 
care of what I made.“ 

Flourished a Dozen Years. 

Creekmore’s main establishment was 
located at Joplin, Mo. From there ‘he 
shipped whisky, beer, gin and wine into 
about every nook and corner of Eastern 
Oklahoma for a period of a dozen years 
or more, and did so under a system that 
successfully defied all the strategy that 
could be devised by the authorities. He 
paid Sut large sums of money to various 
officials and others who he knew would 
stand firmly for his protection against 
every stress, and it goes to the credit 
of his sagacity that he was never dis- 
appointed. 

Creekmore is about 50 years old. He 
has a wife and a beautiful daughter 
about 16 years old, who live in a hand. 
some home at Joplin. Fifteen or twenty 
years ago he was a poor man. Before 
he engaged in the liquor business he 
owned a string of horses which he raced 
on the fair circuit in this section of the 
country. His stable contained one itte 
black mare with which he won thou- 
sands of dollars. 

In the winter and spring months he 
bought cattle, and shot “craps” with 
men * Spe same line, usually getting 
most of their money. 

Creekmore at this time was living in 
Tulsa and the king of Tulsa bootleggers 
then was a man named Quigley. A shift 
of fortune made it necessary for him to 
quit. Creekmore bought Quigley’s inter- 
est and at once negotiated a contract 
with a wholesale liquor house in Kan- 
sas City whereby he received $1 commis- 
sion on every case of liquor sold in the 
Third Congressional District of Okla- 


| homa. 
Won Wealth Rapidly. 

Creekmore was now worth about $60,- 
(00. Within a year and a half he had 
increased it to at least $260,000, and 
this he doubled in the next three or four 
years. The bulk of it, however, was 
made since 1911. He established his] 
wholesale house at Joplin, and by ship- 
ping liquor to Keystone and Cushing and 
distributing it from there as well as 
from Joplin, he covered Eastern Okla- 
homa with a network of liquor routes 
that baffled the Government officiuls. 
It is said that as many as 50 automo- 
bile loads of liquor have left his Joplin 
house a day for Keystone and Cushing 
ofl fields. 

When Creekmore was arraigned for 
trial, District Attorney D. H. Linebaugh 
recited the Government’s efforts to wipe 
out the illicit liquor traffic in Eastern 
Oklahoma and of the activity of the 
Federai officers toward this end. He 
spoke of Creekmore’s record as one of 
the chief obstacles encountered, of his 
persistent viclations and of his agree- 
ment to quit.

GERMAN SAILORS 
HELD IN HOBOKEN 
DRINK MUCH BEER 


They Spend Their Time in Sa- 
loons Near Dock Where 
Great Steamers Are Tied.

NEW YORK, March 7.—Rivęr street, 
opposite the Hamburg-American and 
North German Lloyd docks in Hoboken, 
is lined with saloons. Some of them are 
Hofbraus, which on Rive street 
means tor offlcers only; otfers are 
nightly thronged with the seamen from 
the laid-up German liners. 

When the ships slid into their slips 
in August, 1914, there were nearly 5000 
sailors aboard; today less than a thou- 
sand are left; the rest have slipped 
away—some of them tried to get back to 
the Fatherland and got as far as prison 
camps in France or England; others 
have jobs in Hoboken or elsewhere. 

But a thousand men can throng the 
River street saloons. Thursday night, 
when the seamen were released from 
their temporary duress, was a gala oc- 
casion and they made the most of it.

PRESIDENT ‘MAD’ OVER 


FILIBUSTER IN SENATE 


Expresses Feelings Regarding It 
at Luncheon to Democratic 
National Committeemen. 


—_—_—_—_— 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—President 
Wilson expressed in forceful language 
his disappointment over the Senate's 
failure to pass his; armed neutrality 
bill, and discussed at length his con- 
ception of the underlying basis of per- 
manent peace, in an ‘nformal talk yes- 
terday at a White House luncheon to 
the members of the Democratic Na- 
tivnal Committee. 

The President declared he was mad“ 
over the attitude of the Senators who 
held up the bill, and ind «ted that he 
hoped for better results if he tried 
again to secure its passage. The pres- 
ent, he said, was no time for partisan 
or factional consideratio s in interna- 
tional affairs, because the imperative 
need that America prove united in ef- 
forts to safeguard its interests. He 
decried bitterness in public discussions 
of the situation. 

The underlying principles of democ- 
racy were declared by Mr. Wilson to 
be the only principles on which Govern- 
ments can endure.and on which perma- 
nent world peace can be maintained. He 
said’ the consent of the governed must 
be behind Governments. 

The President referred ‘to the condi- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine as typical of 
causes of war which must be avoided 
if permanent peace is to be achieved. 
Reiterating his hope that the United 
States will play a part in building up a 
structure for the maintenance of perma- 
nent peace after the present war, he de 
clared \that such a peace could be 
founded only on just principles meeting 
the aspirations of the people of the 
world. 

No stenographer was present and the 
text of the President’s speech was not 
made public. The luncheon was given 
in honor of Vance McCormick, chairman 
ol the Democratic National Committee, 
and the other members who assisted in 
Mr. Wilsons re-election.

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THE SENATE MENACE. 

The opponents of a Senate cloture have not 4 
leg in reason to stand on. They put the interest 
and privileges of the individual Senator against, 
the right and interest of the whole Senate and 
the nation. 3 3 

The so-called right of unlimited debate is not 
a right, but a wrong. It puts in the hands of one 
member or a small group of members of a legisla- 
tive body the power to prevent action by the ma- 
jority and thus defeat the will of the majority, 
which is the will of the people it represents. 

In theory it is asserted that when it becomes 
clear that a majority of the Senate favor a bili 
an opposing minority will not filbuster to the 
bitter end, but in practice it has worked the other 
way. We have just seen the power used in a 
crisis to prevent the President from taking steps 
to defend American rights and protect American 
lives and ships from lawless attack. 

The lack of a cloture, while an indefensible 
weakness at any time, is especially dangerous at 
this time when, with war impending, powerful in- 
fluences are at work to keep the United States 
inactive and defenseless. A few disaffected Sen- 
ators might hold the Government paralyzed 
when the safety of the people and the sovereign- 
ty of the nation is at stake. 

A legislative minority is entitled to a fair hear- 
ing, but never to the power of blockade. No mat- 
ter what good end such a method may have 
seemed to serve or may serve, it is wrong in it- 
self and a menace in a crisis. 

That the President can at his discretion arm 
ships and defend American rights and ships is 
fortunate. The effect of the filibuster might 
have been worse than mere national embarrass- 
ment and humiliation. In this crisis further 
action by Congress, doubtless prompt action will 
be required, the Senate must be prepared to put 
an end to obstructive discussion and act. 

We would be fools to permit the enemies of 
the United States to retain a powerful weapon 
in the faulty organization of one of the branches 
of our own Congress. There can be no doubt 
about the sentiment of the people on this poin“.

Alderman Haller’s story of how the Independ- 
ent Voters’ League tried to sell him its backing 
for office is, regardless of the correctness of Mr.

8 indignation that flamed from the country 
against the filibuster outrage in the Senate ought 
to impel the new House, during the ‘congressional 
recess, to agreements which will facilitate its 
prompt organization whenever summoned in ses- 
sion. 

The imbecile excuse given by some of the dila- 
tory Senators, including “lame ducks” who will 
have no part or responsibility in the next Con- 
gress, is that measures whose failure cripples the 
army and necessary defense against piracy at sea 


Congress. 

But with 215 Republican Representatives, 214 
Democrats and five independents, a prospect ex- 
isted of long delay before the new House would 
chose its constitutional and other officers and 
proceed to public business. 

That Congress would be called together to de- 
clare a state of war, in the event that war be- 
came inevitable, had been specifitally pledged by 
Mr. Wilson.

However, 
with something of the true Hispano-Mexican 
anxiety not to be outdone in unselfish generosity, 
he suggests that the transfer to Germany of Hol- 
land and Switzerland will have Gen. Villa's full 
and express authorization on the condition that 
the Kaiser send him 10,000 much needed rifies 
and 10,000,000 standardized cartridges. 

Whether accurate or inaccurate, the reported 
reply will make a story that will be enjoyed at 
d'plomatic dinners the world over, when no Ger- 
man representatives are present.

National League Head Says St. 
Louis Should Be Proud of 
Originating the Plan.

After an informal meeting last 
night at the home of James C. Jones, 
No. 8 Kingsbury place, where he was 
introduced to a few of the original 
supporters of the scheme to make the 
„Cardinals almost a munjcipally-owned 
ball club, President John K. Tener of 
the National League said he was fa- 
forably impressed by the idea and its 
originators, 

“This scheme is novel, but with such 
high ideals and such substantial backing 
that I am really enthusiastic about 
It, said Tener.~ “It appeals to me as 


a great sporting proposition, a new 


thought in baseball. I think St. Louis 
| should feel proud that it originated 
nere.“ 


Likes Boy Idea. 

Tener said it would not be necessary 
for the National League to call a spe- 
cial meeting to ratify the sale. He said 
he felt sure that the other magnates 
would be very glad to receive the new 


Cardinal owners, “no matter how many 
of them there are.” 

He declined to say whether the boy 
idea, that feature of it which meant an 
open pass gate for the urchins under 16 
at least, was entirely feasible. How- 
ever, he was emphatic in his belief that 
it was a beautiful idea, deserving of ev- 
ery consideration. 

He said there was no rule in the Na- 
tional League limiting the number of 
passes, although it was generally under- 
stoood that the gratuities of the pass 
gate were extended only to the press, 
high public officials, club officials and 
players. 

Today, at the Mercantile Club, he will 
meet the Organization Committee and 
| the new directors of the club, chosen 
yesterday. 
| This meeting is not a special one, 
although it may be prolonged a bit to 
hear Tener’s remarks. However, the 
new officers and tnetr confreres have 
arranged for a daily confab and lunch- 
eon at the Mercantile Club until such 
time as they dispose of the first install- 
ment of stock. 
| Phe election of Ben Brinkman of the 
Lafayette Bank as president yesterday 
was followed by the statement from 
James C. Jones, one of the board of 
directors, that the new directorate would 
have charge of the club’s affairs from 
this day on. 


New Owners Handle Funds. 


„Pending the result of our first effort 
to dispose of stock to the fans, we will 
not interfere in the least with Mrs. Brit- 
ton’s present business organizaiion,” 


Jones explained. “However, we will 
handle all receipts and disbursements, 
the finances being in the hands of Price- 
Waterhouse & Co. 

“We will make no immediate changes 
in the business or playing end of the 
club. Eventually we will have a base- 
ball efficiency man to take care of the 
business end of the team, this man to 
be selected as soon as we are assured 
that the sale will go through. 

“That may be 90 or 60 days—our time 
limit in consummating the sale. So far 
we have received every encouragement. 
Mr. Seekamp and Mr. Schofield have 
subscribed for stock, while there have 
been many larger subscriptions.“ 

Jones denied that there were any sal- 
aried promoters identified with the 
stock-selling scheme. Only public-spir- 
ited citizens who have the interest of 
the Cardinals and the city at heart have
